COUNTERFEITS. 


We do not know of any good forgeries of 
the stamps of this country; lithographed for- 
geries of the first issues are numerous, but 
they are easily distinguished by comparison. 

Stamps with forged surcharge OFFICIEL 
in either of the two types are plentiful and 
more dangerous, as genuine stamps have been 
used for this purpose. However, they are 
easily distinguished by measurements. The 
genuine surcharge of type A measures exactly 
25 mm in length, the letters being 2 mm. 
high. The surcharge of type B measures 24 
mm., the letters being 2 mm. high. We 
have never seen any forgeries tallying exactly 
with the genuine.

COUNTERFEITS. 


As many of the Madeira stamps are quite 
scarce, most of them have been counterfeited 
by printing forged surcharges on genuine 
Portuguese stamps. Measurement of the sur- 
charge and comparison with a genuine are 
the only safe means of distinguishing them 
from the genuine. 


THE POSTAGE STAMPS OF FRANCE. 
(Continued.) 
Translated from the Ze Collectionneur de Timbres Poste. 
DESPATCHES BY CARRIER PIGEONS. 


We have seen before that the balloon service was carried on as regularly 
as possible. It was possible for Paris, although blockaded, to send its letters 
and even its journals beyond the Prussian lines, but the city remained almost 
absolutely without news from without, 

The Government alone received despatches which were published in part 
in the newspapers and these despatches were received by means of carrier 
pigeons. 

Since time immemorial the fine instinct, which always brought these 
graceful birds back to their dove-cote, was used for the transmission of 
messages, and the pigeon has always been one of the emblems of the post- 
office. 

Before the siege, towards the end of August, Mr. Ségalas had the idea of 
proposing to the Governor the organization of a dove-cote in the tower of the 
building of the General Administration of Posts and Telegraphs in Grenelle 
Street, and this idea had fortunately been acted upon. 

In a few days a large number of pigeons were obtained in Paris itself, and 
when, on Sept. roth, Mr. Steenackers, Director General of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, arrived at Tours with a part of the administration, he carried in his 
baggage a number of cages which contained these pigeons, 

It was these which brought the first despatches to Paris, These dispatch- 
es were simply written by hand, in the most minute characters traced on pelure 
paper. 

After their arrival at Paris the precious messengers were captured and car- 
ried to the Governor, who, with the aid of strong glasses, had the despatches 
read and transcribed, and with the modifications deemed necessary, they as- 
suaged for the time the anguish of the besieged. 

It must be uuderstood that these important despatches, very finely written 
by hand, might arrive damaged or blurred by the rain and thus be badly read 
with disastrous consequences. About the middle of October, Mr. Barreswil, 
the eminent chemist, proposed the use of photography in order to obtain 
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greatly reduced and correct despatches. 

The organization of this service was immediately entrusted to Mr. de 
Lafollye, the Inspector of the Telegraph line of Indre-et-Loire and a distin- 
guished amateur photographer. In 1871 he published a memoir from which 
we make several extracts. The photographic operations were carried on by 
Mr. Blaise of Tours, with whom we have been in communication since the 
end of the war, and whose correspondence has furnished us with a number of 
unpublished documents. 

The despatches were first written in large characters, by hand, then placed 
on cards which were affixed to plates of 1 metre x 65 centimetres. Mr. 
Steenackers usually assisted at this work of collating, 

The photographic reduction by the ordinary damp process produced a cut 
reduced about 300 times and being about 4x6 centimetres in size. Positive 
proofs were made on albumenized paper, then they were examined under a 
glass, and when successful they were rolled up and placed in a little quill, 
which was attached with silk to one of the large feathers of the tail of the 
pigeon. Several pigeons supplied with the same series of despatches were 
sent out each day under the direction of Mr. G. Blay by a locomotive which 
stopped near Blois; the lines of the enemy were approached as near as possible 
and then the pigeons were released. They mounted and flew towards the 
great city, at least if the birds of prey, the winds or the snow did not arrest 
their progress. 

Balloons which left Paris always carried some pigeons. One of the best 
which was named Gambetta made the trip 4 times, 

Mr. Blaise had the idea of producing his despatches, not only on the 
albumenized side of the photographic paper but also on the reverse after it had 
been cylindered. He has sent us some reductions of the “Moniteur’”’ which 
measure 3x4 centimetres, and were easily legible with an ordinary glass. 

It will be seen from this fact that type setting allowed of a greater re- 
duction than MS. and remained more legible, and the Director General pro- 
posed to the Delegation that the Government should accord to the public the 
advantages of the service by carrier pigeons. The decree, issued in Tours, 
under date of Nov. 4th, prescribed the conditions of this correspondence. 

Article I.—All persons residing in the territory of the Republic may cor- 
respond with Paris by means of the carrier pigeons of the Administration of 
Telegraphs and Posts at a charge of 50 centimes for each word, which shall 
be collected under regulations to be determined by the orders of the Director 
General of this Administration. 

Article I1.—The telegrams intended for such special transmission shall 
be received in the bureaus of Telegraphs and Posts, designated by the admin- 
istration, and shall be transmitted by post or by telegraph as the exigencies 
of the general service will permit. No additional tax shall be collected on 
account of the postal or telegraphic transmission or for the distribution of the 
telegrams to the addressees in Paris. 

Article III.—The State shall not be subject to any responsibility for this 
special service, The tax shall not be refunded in any case. 

Article [V.—The Director General of Telegraphs and Posts is charged 
with the execution of the present decree.

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An order of the same day fixed the maximum for each despatch at 20 
words, 

The despatches poured in and were gathered at Tours. The Printing 
establishment of Messrs, Mame was entrusted with the composition, which 
was done by means of type, in placards 37 centimetres high and 23 centime- 
tres wide, divided into three compact columns. 

However, the number of despatches exceeded the capacity of Messrs. 
Mame who were already overtaxed by journals and official printing and they 
had to demand the return of a portion of their workmen who had been im- 
pressed into the army, and finally they had to seek aid of the house of Juliot. 
In the midst of this disorder and of these continual experiments everybody 
gave proof of his disinterestedness and patriotism. 

Mr. de Lafollye says: “From Nov, 1oth to Dec. 11th, the date of the de- 
parture of the delegation from Tours for Bordeaux, the sheets set up by 
Messrs. Mame & Juliot and photographed by Blaise, amounted to the num- 
ber of 64, containing in the neighborhood of 9,800 despatches, averaging 16 
words each. These 64 sheets of private despatches divided by fours and re- 
produced on the two sides, as has already been stated, formed 16 different 
proofs which, in connection with the 43 others composed of official telegrams, 
make a total of 59 proofs showing the photographic result produced by Mr. 
Blaise; and I think that I may say without going beyond my sphere, that the 
greater part of these despatches arrived promptly at Paris where they caused 
an indescribable sensation, 

However, another and more perfect system was elaborated at Paris under 
the supervision of Mr. Dagron, a well-known photographer, who had made a 
specialty of photomicrography. Everybody knew of these proofs, 1 mm, 
square, which, collated on a little cube of crystal one of whose convex sides 
formed a true microscope, were placed in jewelry, penholders, etc., and when 
held close to the eye showed the full outlines of the portrait or picture. 

How many despatches thus photographed could be carried by a pigeon? 

The plan of Mr, Dagron was adopted in Paris by Mr. Rampont, Di- 
rector General of Posts, and the service was regulated by a decree of Nov. 
roth, 1870, which authorized the use of carrier pigeons for public correspond- 
ence, and besides that established reply cards by pigeons which we shall speak 
of later on. 

Two days afterwards the ballon Ze Viepce left Paris bearing Mr. Dag- 
ron, Mr. Fernique, a civil engineer, Mr. Poisot the artist and a nephew of 
Mr. Dagron, all of whom acted as his collaborators, and besides them Mr. 
Gnocchi his assistant. The aeronaut was the sailor Pagano. The load was 
completed by 600 kilos of apparatus for photography. 

The ballon Ze Daguerre was released at the same time carrying three 
travelers, the postal correspondence and the complement of the apparatus of 
Mr. Dagron. 

These ballons left at 9 o’clock in the morning, and were attacked by the 
fire of the Prussians; /e Daguerre was struck and fell near Ferriéres where it 
was soon captured. Ze Wiepce alighted near Vitry-le-Francais and was also 
captured by the Germans, with a large part of the photographic outfit, 
However, the travelers had been able to change their clothes for those of 
some peasants who had run up, and escaped with the rest of the apparatus, 
some of which was seized en route, as the enemy occupied almost the entire 
country. 

After the difficulties and dangers related in his article on Le Voyage du 
ballon Le Niepce, Mr. Dagron, accompanied by Mr, Fernique was able to 
present himself to the Delegation of Tours. 
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He was not received with open arms and the following lines from the 
book of Mr, Steenackers (the Telegraphs and Posts during the war of 1870- 
71) will show the antagonism between the directors of Posts: 

“On Nov. 11th, 1870, the Director General of Posts, hemmed in in Paris 
by force and separated from the rest of the world, signed an agreement with 
Messrs. Dagron and Fernique by which he gave to these gentlemen the mo- 
nopoly of photo-microscopic despatches to be made outside of Paris for the 
pigeon service and by his own authority centralized this service in their hands 
at Clermont-Ferrand. Was this agreement acceptable? It is necessary to 
reflect but for an instant to see that it had many defects. 

In the first place the Delegation of Tours, upon my proposition, had de- 
creed on the 4th of November, that is to say one week before the agreement 
signed at Paris, that the public should be allowed to communicate with the 
besieged; capital by means of the carrier pigeons. Mr. Rampont therefore 
knew that we had done at Tours that which he attempted to do at 
Clermont-Ferrond. In the second place it was not proper that the Govern- 
ment of Paris, with Mr, Rampont at its head, should desire to impose its wish 
—and a wish of this sort—upon the Delegation of Tours without knowing 
well of what had passed, The anger of Mr. Gambetta is easily understood 
when he was shown the contract made with men who were unknown to him, 
and to whom he had to send to Clermont-Ferrand, that is to say to a place 
distant 60 leagues from the centre of the government, not only private cor- 
respondence but also all the official correspondence. 

The entire Delegation was struck in the same manner as Mr, Gambetta 
by this enormity. 

When Mr. Fernique came to me and spoke to me for the first time, I 
only echoed the general indignation in telling him—as he has repeated in his 
deposition (Parliamentiary Inquiries)—that if he persisted in disobeying the 
orders of the Delegation by going to Clermont to send a single pigeon sup- 
plied with the smallest despatch, I would have him court-martialed and shot,”’ 

Besides that the contract of Mr. Dagron was found burdensome because 
it assured to him 25,000 fr. forthe risks of his voyage and 15,000 to Mr. 
Fernique besides the price of 15 fr, foreach 1000 letters or despatches, so that 
he would have received 2,800 fr. for the first proofs of a pellicle of 16 pages 
reproduced twenty times; this renumeration was reduced by further transactions 
but nevertheless produced a total of 52,000 fr. of which Mr. Fernique received 
one tenth. 

Notwithstanding, Mr. Dagron attempted to install his photographic service 
at Tours, but the greater part of his apparatus having been lost .and that 
which he borrowed of amateurs not permitting of the execution of real photo- 
micrography, it resulted only in an excessive reduction on a transparent pel- 
licle of his own invention. 

These attempts were stopped when the administration of telegraphs had 
to be transferred to Bordeaux; five days afterwards Mr. Dagron was installed, 
and his operations for six weeks were carried on with remarkable activity in 
the mids: of difficulties of all kinds, which he was able to overcome with the 
greatest good nature. His pellicles contained at least 2,500 despatches, and 
the tube attached to the tail of the pigeon received 12 or 15 different pellicles. 
When we calculate 12 pellicles to each one, the number of despatches carried 
by one of these birds would be 30,000. 

A pigeon arrived in Paris on Jan. 8th, with a tube containing 38,700 des- 
patches reproduced in 21 pellicles and representing the value of over 300,000 
fr. Another pigeon, on Jan. 19th, brought official despatches, 8 pellicles of 
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private despatches, 2 of reply cards and 2 despatch orders, in all about 30, 
ooo despatches. Finally, the third tube, received on Jan, 28th, contained 16 
private pellicles and 2 official ones, with a total of 40,400 despatches. 

Unfortunately, the intense cold, the snow, and also the constantly in- 
creasing distances to be traversed made it possible for only a few pigeons to 
make the journey after the first part of December; the loss was about 95 per 
cent. and it was remedied in part by the following means; The placards of 
despatches were numbered in order, so that the pellicles which did not arrive 
could be re-claimed by balloon from Paris and re-sent until their receipt was 
acknowledged. A number of them were thus sent as many as 30 times; we 
give the figures from the report of Mr. de Lafollye: 

“During the period in which communication with Paris was interrupted, 
the number of private despatches entrusted to the carrier pigeon service was 
95,581 telegrams of all kinds and the receipts were fr. 432,524, 90. The 
money orders transmitted amounted to 190,000 fr.; of the 95,000 despatches 
sent more than 60,000 arrived in Paris by carrier pigeons. Besides, after the 
armistice had been signed the despatches were sent to the Parisian Adminis- 
tration in placards, printed on pelure paper. This was the final operation,

A COMPARISON Of PRICES IN 1870 and 1893. 


Our readers will remember the high prices that were obtained at the sale 
of Mr. Hencken’s collection, and it occurs to us that it might be of interest to 
compare the prices then obtained with those realized at the sale of the first 
collection of Mr. Hencken which took place on Dec. 19th, 1870, and which 
was the third auction sale of stamps held in the United States. The com-

parison will give an idea of the advance that has taken place in twenty years, 
and collectors must not suppose that the limit is now reached. The number 
of collectors is increasing every day, and in the nature of things the supply of 
rare stamps is growing smaller and smaller, In consequence, as the demand is 
increasing, it is inevitable that the prices of rare stamps will show a regular 
advance for a great many years to come.

THE STAMPS OF QUEENSLAND. 
By A. F. Basset Hv tt. 
(Written for Vindin’s Monthly.) 
CHAPTER II. 
New South WaALes STAMPS, PROVISIONALLY USED FOR QUEENSLAND 
1859-60. 


Prior to Separation, the stamps of New South Wales were of course used 
throughout the Moreton Bay district. Pending the receipt of a supply of 
stamps for the use of the new colony the New South Wales stamps remaining 
on hand were permitted to frank letters so far as they would go, and in de- 
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fault of such stamps a return was made to the old system of prepayment in 
cash. 
The Gazette of the 7th January, 1860, contained the following notice : 
“Colonial Secretary’s Office, 
“Brisbane, 6th January, 1860. 













Post OFFICE. 


“Until a supply of stamps shall have been provided at the several Post 
Offices, the proper amount of Postage must in each case be paid at the time 
of posting the letters, or they will not be conveyed. Such prepayment cannot 
be received after office hours. 

“Letters insufficiently stamped, or not properly prepaid, if addressed to 
places beyond the colony, are henceforth to be sent by the respective Post- 
masters to the Colonial Secretary’s Office, Brisbane, to be opened and return- 
ed in all practicable cases to the writers. 

“By His Excellency’s Command, 
“R. G. W. HERBERT.” 

















Arrangements were then made with Major Christie, the Postmaster 
General of New South Wales, to supply Queensland with the stamps of the 
former colony at the rate of 1s. 444d. per 1000 stamps, being the estimated 
cost of production. 

These stamps were procured from Sydney upon a requisition made by 
the Postmaster-General to the Treasurer, who forwarded a demand for the 
supply to Sydney, together with a cheque for their cost. 

The following is a specimen of requisition and order : 

“General Post Office, 
' “Brisbane, 3rd April, 1860.

“Sir,—I do myself the honour to enclose a requisition for a further supply 
of postage stamps for the use of this Colony, and to request that you will have 
the goodness to forward them at your earliest convenience, the last supply be- 
ing nearly exhausted, in consequence of the demand being much greater than 
was anticipated, I also beg to enclose a cheque for the sum of £6, being the 
amount of cost of the stamps, at 1s, 444d. per thousand. 
“T have, etc., “R, R. Mackenzig, “Treasurer. 









“The Honourable, 
“The Treasurer, Sydney.” 
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Upon receipt of the first supply of stamps under the new arrangement, 
the following notice was published in the Gazette of the 28th January, 1860:— 
“Colonial Secretary’s Office, “‘Brisbane, 
“26th January, 1860. 


“Post OFFICE. 

“A supply of postage stamps having been received from New South 
‘Wales for the use of this colony, and forwarded to the several District Post 
Offices, it is hereby notified that the proper amount of postage stamps must 
hereafter be affixed to each letter in order to ensure its punctual delivery. 

“By His Excellency’s command, 

“R. G. W. HERBERT.” 

Under same date a further notice was published, informing the public 
that it was necessary that all letters insufficiently prepaid, and posted for 
transmission beyond the colony, should be returned to their writers, they 
were recommended to avoid this delay and inconvenience, by ascertaining at 
the several post offices whether their extra-colonial letters bore the proper 
amount of postage stamps. The last requisition to New South Wales, under 
this arrangement, was dated 12th September, 1860, and ordered.

The receipt of these stamps was acknowledged on the 3rd October, 1860. 

The peculiar circumstances attending this use of the stamps of one colony 
in another invest such stamps with an especial interest. Instances of the use 
. of British stamps in some of the West Indian and other colonial possessions 
are recorded, but these appear to have been in most cases in conjunction with 
a definitive local issue, the British stamps being used only to convey letters 
to the United Kingdom. In the case of Queensland, the New South Wales 
stamps were purchased at a price based upon the cost of production only, and 
the whole of the revenue derived from their sale was appropriated by the 
purchasing colony, by which they were adopted as the actual and only stamps 
then issued. Such stamps, attached to letters posted in Qneensland, after the 
26th January, 1860, are undoubtedly entitled to be considered as distinctively 
Queensland postage stamps. Consequently, I am of opinion that a list of 
these stamps would not be out of place in a work treating of the postal issues 
of Queensland. 

The plates for six of the stamps were engraved on steel by Messrs, 
Perkins, Bacon, and Co., of London. The colors were :— 

One penny, vermilion. 
Two pence, deep blue. 
Three pence, deep green. 
Six pence, violet, brown. 
Eight pence, orange. 
One shilling, red. 

All were printed in Sydney upon paper watermarked with a double lined 
numeral corresponding with the value, and were unperforated. There are, 
however, errors known, some of which undoubtedly found their way to Queens- 
land, as I have seen the six pence watermarked 8, used on a letter posted

at Ipswichi Queensland. The errors known to exist on the unperforated 
stamps are:— 

Two pence, wmk. 1, 5 and 8 

Three pence “ 2, 

Six pence, “5, 8 and 12. 

One shilling “ 8. 

The plates of the registered stamps were engraved in Sydney by 
Carmichael. They were of steel, and contained fifty stamps, each separately 
engraved by hand, and showing slight variations of type. 

The stamp was printed in two colors, orange centre and blue band, on 
unwatermarked paper, and was unperforated, After the arrival of the first 
supply of the definitive series for Queensland, and its issue to the public, the 
New South Wales registered stamp was further authorised to be used, until the 
distinctive stamp ordered was received. 


THE STAMPS OF VICTORIA. 
(Written for Vindin's Monthly.) 
(Continued from Vol. V., page 180.) 


Having in former chapters given a more general history of the stamps 
printed by contract, I will endeavour, before passing from this period, to give 
a few further details respecting the various issues already enumerated, It is 
not, however, my intention to give all the varieties of colour of the various 
issues, as these are well-known through other publications. 

Type I.—Of the stamps printed by Mr. Thomas Ham, under his contract 
of 28th December, 1849, there must have been at least two separate transfers 
for the penny, four for the two pence, and three for the three pence, as 
evidenced by existing specimens showing alterations or additions to the plate, 
during the progress of the contract. That Mr. Ham experienced some diffi- 
culty in the printing of the stamps is apparent by the transfers being so often 
renewed, and the length of time taken to complete the contract. Had the 
transfer laid on the stone in the first instance been sufficiently good, there is 
no reason why the whole of the stamps should not have been printed without 
renewal. ‘The difficulty may have been partly due to Mr. Ham being an en- 
graver, not a lithographer. In the early printing of all the values, the lines 
appear clear and distinct, but the later ones do not show such Careful work- 
manship, especially the twopenny, the lines in many of these being thick and 
blurred. That a good many of the stamps of this value did not meet with 
the approval of the Postoffice is shown by the last clause of the bond signed 
by Mr. Ham for printing the two penny of type II., though, in consequence 
of the delay in delivering this latter supply, the number of half length two- 
penny then remaining was only equal to about two week’s issue, and the in- 
tention was not carried out. 

In the first printings of the half length series the transfers appear to have 
been laid with greater care, and a further distance apart, than those with the 
frame, In the latter, the transfers were placed so closely together, that in 
some cases, only one of the lines of the frame is seen between the stamps, 
which accounts for so many specimens showing nomargin. The penny stamps 
printed by Mr. Ham, were principally in red-brown, but a few were in 
vermilion. The three penny were in a dull blue, varying inshade. The rose 
and rose-red penny, and the dark blue and indigo three pence were printed in 
subsequent contracts. The pale and light blue of the later contracts are not 
of the same shade of colour as the lighter blue of Mr. Ham’s printing. [n 
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relation to the number printed, the two pence shows an extraordinary variety 
of colours, changing from lilac, in the first instance, to grey-lilac, grey, and 
light brown or cinnamon, with intermediate shades, It is more than probable 
that some injury occurred to this engraving during the contract, as the plate 
shows a slight indentation on the right hand border of the two penny engrav- 
ing, and it will be remembered that in Mr. Ham’s next contract, a clause was 
inserted in the bond, that in event of injury to the plare during the process of 
printing, he undertook to make good the same by re-engraving, and, if neces- 
sary, providing a new plate to the satisfaction of the Postmaster-General. 

Since commenting on the alterations to the plate in the Federal Australian 
Philatelist, for January, 1891, Mr. M. P. Castle, of Brighton, England, has 
been kind enough to inform me of a further variety, consisting of a re-touch 
to the three penny engraving, the most noticeable point of which is the exten- 
sion of the white central line of the orb. The stamps, may, therefore, be 
classified according to engraving, as follows :— 

One Penny, without lined frame. 
" with lined frame. 
Twopence, fine background, and fine side borders, without lined frame. 
Twopence, coarse background, and fine side borders, without lined 
frame. 
Twopence, coarse background, and fine side borders, with lined frame. 
Twopence, coarse background, and coarse side borders, with lined 
frame. 
Threepence, without lined frame. 
a the same, with the white central line of the orb projecting. 
Threepence, with lined frame. 

Specimens of these stamps, dating during the period of Mr. Ham’s con- 
tract, are very seldom met with on the original covers, and, in the absence of 
documentary or other evidence, it is very difficult to decide when the various 
alterations took place. The first one, namely, the re-engraving of the back- 
‘ground of the twopence, was, in my opinion, made in January, as Mr. Reddin, 
the supervisor of the printing, was not employed there between the 4th and 
16th February, so that no printing was done then, and the earliest specimen 
known, with coarse background and fine borders, without lined frame, is 
dated 11th February, 1850. I am inclined tothink that the lined frame was 
also added to the plate in January. and that the coarse borders were given in 
February. The framed lines would be given to the three engravings sim- 
ultaneously, and the retouch to the orb, etc., on the threepence must have 
been made before they were added. 

‘In the ordinary course of issue Mr. Ham’s penny and threepenny stamps 
would be exhausted in March and June, 1854, respectively, but, as Messrs. J. 
S. Campbell & Co.’s half-million of each value were taken into stock in 
February, 1854, it is quite possible that some were also issued during that 
month. These stamps would similarly be exhausted in November, 1854, and 
October, 1855, respectively. In Messrs. Campbell and Fergusson’s contract 
there were taken into stock of the one penny 544,400 in June, and 3,455,600 
during the quarter ended December, 1854; and of threepenny, 483,040 for 
quarter ended December, 1854, and 1,516,960 for quarter ended March, 1855. 
In both these contracts the stamps were lithographed in sheets of 100, and 
the transfers were laid on the stone much more apart than in Mr, Ham’s later 
printing. 

The London Philatelic Society’s work on Oceania, gives the penny as 
rouletted 8 and 18, and threepence rouletted 8. Specimens of the penny are 
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also known rouletted 9, and the threepence 7 and 8%. A Victorian collector 
possesses a threepence rouletted 7 on one side, and 6%4 on the other three 
sides. 

As the penny of type VI. was issued in October, 1856, it is difficult to 
account for the half length penny being officially rouletted, unless some re- 
mainders were issued in 1857, for no steps were taken by the Post Office for 
the perforation of the stamps until January, 1857. It is not, however, im- 
possible that when the new supply was taken into stock, some sheets of the 
earlier issue may have remained at the bottom of the pile, and lain undisturbed 
for some time. 

The stamps gauging 8 to 9 would most probably be rouletted at the stamp 
window by the machine made by Mr. Raymond. As the spaces between the 
teeth of the circular cutters were filed by hand, they would not be exact in 
every instance. This machine, which is still in existence, has two of the 
wheels missing. Most of the stamps on which it was used are rouletted only’ 
one way, as it was found so inconvenient to shift the washers. 

With the exception of the one penny, gauging 18, mentioned in Oceania, 
I am of opinion that all the roulettes were official. 

The threepence was perforated 12, in 1859, by Mr. F. W. Robinson, and, 
as far as I have been able to discover, this round hole perforator was intro- 
duced by him in May or June of that year. At the beginning of May there 
were about 80,000 of these stamps in stock, though whether all these were 
done, or whether the perforating of this value took place later, there is no 
record. The earliest postmarked specimen 1 have met with is dated 2nd 
September, 1859. 

All the stamps of this series were lithographed on white unwatermarked 
paper. The errors of lettering, as VICTOPIA, TB, TR, and specimens without 
value, etc., are merely due to wear, or some damage to the impression on the 
stone, , 

Type II.—The half-milion two penny stamps, printed from the plate,by Mr. 
Ham, were taken into stock in November, 1852, and put into issue in the last 
week of December, These were all exhausted in December, 1853, and during 
that month 128,600 of Messrs. J. S. Campbell & Co’s contract were taken into 
stock, the remaining 1,871,400 being placed in stock in February of the fol- 
lowing year. These stamps, in the ordinary course, would be exhausted in 
February, 1856, but, in March, 1855, there were taken into stock 342,900 of 
Messrs. Campbell & Fergusson’s printing, and 2,657,100, in May; the million 
and a half which were over supplied being destroyed in September, 1855. It 
is quite possible, therefore, that some stamps of this last contract were issued 
in March or April, 1855. 

The stamps printed by Mr. Ham from the plate were all of a brown or 
reddish-brown colour, quite distinct from those of the subsequent contracts. 
Of the lithographed series, I assign the grey-black and grey to Messrs. J. S. 
Campbell and Co.; and the grey-lilac and red-lilac to Messrs. Campbell and 
Fergusson. Many of these last show very imperfect printing. The earliest 
specimen I have met with in the lithographed is dated 12th January, 1854. 

ln both contracts the lithographed stamps were printed in sheets of 100, 
two transfers from the plate being laid on the one stone. Although Messrs. 
Campbell and Fergusson’s agreement stipulated that the sheets were to contain 
120 stamps this was not adhered to, as the numbers issued to the stamp window 
show that the sheets held only one hundred, and it is evident that had two 
additional rows been laid on the stone to make up the number to 120, the 
“errors” of lettering would be much less scarce than they are, as each sheet 
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would contain ten or twenty pairs of “errors,” according to whether the two 
extra rows were placed so as to be on one side of the sheet, or divided and 
placed at top and bottom respectively, 

Of the “errors’’ of lettering in the lithographed series, several combina- 
tions are known, and most, if not all, can, I think, be traced to the one stone. 
M. Moens, in his catalogue, mentions a vertical strip of five stamps, lettered 
u—y, T—x, D—1I, s—N, C—H, The lettering of the fourth stamp should how- 


aver have been given as s—w, as none exists lettered s—Nn. Ina sheet printed 
from the plate, if the stamps are numbered consecutively from 1 to 50, com- 
mencing with the top row and counting from left to right, it will be found 
that the stamps of this vertical strip are numbers 20, 19, 29, 18 and 28. 

The following pairs showing errors of transfer are known:—

On comparing the lettering in the above errors, it will be seen that the 
letters on the left hand stamp of the four horizontal pairs are the same as in 
the first three and the last one of the vertical strip mentioned by M. Moens. 
As all the right hand stamps of these pairs belong to the second vertical row 
in the sheet, and run in their correct sequence, there is no doubt that some 
injury occurred to the first vertical row, either in laying on the stone or during 
the progress of the printing, and that it was replaced by transfers from another 
portion of a sheet. It will be noticed that in their correct position the five 

*stamps of the verical strip are adjacent to one another, and it is likely that 
the transfers were cut from a spoiled sheet. From the foregoing it is, I think, 
evident that the position in the sheet of the left hand stamps in the horizontal 
pairs mentioned is identical with that of the vertical strip, and consequent- 
ly these errors are all from the one stone. 

I have not been able to discover a horizontal pair lettered s—w, c—w, 
but it is quite within the range of probability that such exists, It is, of course, 
possible that the 32nd stamp, G—wM, was also found to be imperfect as well 
as the first vertical row, and replaced by w—A, making the vertical pair w—a, 
w—A, but I am inclined to think that this error is from another stone. The 
scarcity of these errors is no doubt due in some measure to the large number 
of sheets destroyed in 1855. 

Vertical pairs, consisting of a stamp of the last and first row respectively, 
as for instance U—x, E—I and Z—C, I—N, are known, but cannot be called 
errors, as they are not from the same transfer; one being from the upper, and 
the other from the lower of the two transfers laid on the stone. 

The horizontal pair D—1, w—aA, was first noticed by the late Mr. E. L. 
Pemberton in 1869, the same year that he discovered the sequence of the let- 
tering on the sheet. The insertion of different pairs of letters for each en- 
graving appears to have been an adaptation of the system employed in the 
lettering of the sheets of early penny and twopence of Great Britain, though 
at this distance of time it is impossible to say why the same regularity was not 
preserved throughout, unless it was that the breaks in the continuity of the 
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lettering were considered by the engraver to be an extra safeguard against 
forgery. 

Impressions are known in the red-brown colour, without letters, and are 
engraver’s proofs, taken before the completion of the plate. Similar specimens 
exist in grey-black, and red-lilac; these were reproduced by photo-lithography, 
by Mr. Frederick Price, who assisted Mr. Ham in printing the first supply 
from the plate. 

All the stamps of this type were printed on white unwatermarked paper, 
and were issued imperforate. 

Type I1I.—Of Messrs, Campbell and Fergusson’s one shilling stamps, the 
ledgers for 1854 show that 1,386,400 were taken into stock in the June quarter, 
and the balance, 1,613,600, in the September quarter. I think it more than 
probable tnat the first portion was delivered at the end of June, as, on account 
of the ship letter rate being increased to one shilling, it is natural to expect 
that the stamps would be issued as early as possible after being received by 
the Post Office. 

These stamps remained in issue till April, 1865; during the two years, 
1862 and 1865, over half a million were destroyed, The one shilling was 
rouletted in 1857, and perforated 12 in 1859. The rouletted are chronicled 
as measuring 7 and 7%, and a specimen is known gauging about 8%, dated 
27th August, 1857. The earliest perforated specimen I have met with is 
dated 17th June, 1859. The transfers being laid so close together perforated 
specimens almost always show some portion of the design cut into by the 
needles. I have been informed that the sheets of this value in stock, were 
rolled up in bundles of twenty, and were in consequence very troublesome to 
perforate. 

These stamps were lithographed in sheets of 100 on white unwatermarked 
paper.

JHE DE COPPET AUCTION SALE. 


This was without doubt, one of the most important events in the history 
of philately, as it presented to the stamp world the finest array of material 
that has ever been offered at public sale. A great deal of credit is due to 
Mr. De Coppet for the manner in which he arranged and catalogued his col- 
lection, and also for the excellent manner in which he brought it to the notice 
of all collectors as the work was all done by himself. Unfortunately the 
catalogue was marred by a number of rank frauds and also by a general ten- 
dency to exaggerate the condition of the stamps in the interest of the owner 
and against the interests of the buyer. 

We cannot, however, refrain from voicing the general sentiment that pre- 
vailed at the sale that “A string was tied to every lot” and that, notwith- 
standing the fact of reserves being openly placed on some stamps, they were 
actually placed on every stamp in the collection no matter how unimportant 
or common. 

This is not the principle that is generally adopted in auction sales in 
America, and we hope that this beginning will not be an entering wedge for 
such methods in the future. 
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The total amount realized was in the neighborhood of $30,000.00, but it 
is impossible to form an estimate as to the amount that was actually sold, as 
we know of a number of items having been bought in for the owner’s account.

We read in 7 Echo de la Timbrologie that on the ist of July next, the 
fiftieth anniversary of the first issue of Postage Stamps in Brazil, an entire 
series of stamps, adhesive etc., will be issued, illustrating the great men of 
Brazil. There will be nine postal cards of 10, 20, 50, 100, 200, 300, 400, 600, 
1000 and 2000 reis the stamp on which will have the portrait of Benjamin 
Constant; also sixunpaid letter stamps of 10, 20, 100, 200, 300 and 500 reis 
with portrait of Deodoro da Fonseca, The stamp on the envelopes will 
represent the martyr Tiradentes, of these there will be three values: 100, 200 
and 300 reis; on the wrappers of which there will be four, 20, 40, 50 and 100 
reis, we shall see the portrait of Christopher Columbus; on the letter sheets 
(40 and 80 reis) the portrait will be that of Silva Jardim.
